For under the Finnish 
system of forestry there is no possi- 
bility that these resource will ever 
vanish, In Canada, unfortunately, 
conditions are far different. 

The two gentlemen are Ahti Meek- 
lin, Director of the Finnish Forest 
Service, and Dr. Eino: Saari, Profes- 
sor of Forest Economics of Helsinki 
University. | 

They explain the forest products 
of Finland—lumber, pulpwood, wood- 
|} pulp, newsprint and cellulose—pro- 
duce between 80 and 90 per cent. of 
the country’s exports. The forests,

Deputation to Jerusalem and Con- 
ference, Acts 15:1-12. On their re- 
turn from their First Missionary 
Journey, as we learned last week, 
Paul and Barnabas reported to the 
church at Antioch in. Syria, the 
church which had sent them on their 
mission, that ‘God had opened a door 
of faith unto the Gentiles.” The 
church at Antioch, itself composed 
largely of Gentiles, rejoiced at the 

od news, and did not realize the 
ar-reaching effect of this new dépar- 
ture. When the report reached the 
church at Jerusalem, however; it was 
not so welcome. fact, it aroused 
violent oppositin, “Certain members” 
of that church, upon their own’ re- 
sponsibility, went to Antich and de- 
clared there that Gentiles must first 
become Jewish proselytes ./ before 
they could be received into the 
church—must be “circumcised after 
the custom of Moses” in order to be 
“saved”. 

The visiting Jews aroused much 
discussion and dissension. Paul and 
Barnabas opposed them vigorously. 
Finally it was decided to send a 
deputation to Jerusalem and settle 
the vexed question with the apostles 
and elders there. As a matter of 
course, Paul and Barnabas were ap- 
pointed among the delegates, 

At Jerusalem they gave an account 
of what had taken place in the 
newly - founded. Gentile churches. 
Arguments for and against Christian 
liberty followed. So great a matter, 
which involved the question whether 
the gospel was for all Gentiles or 
only for the few who should first 
become Jews, could not be settled 
off-hand. A meeting of apostles and 
elders’ was called to consider the 
matter. j ‘ 

Paul’s Accunt in Galatians of His 
Visit to Jerusalem, Galatians 2:1-10. 
It is the usual view-that Paul’s ac- 
count here is of his visit to Jeru- 
salem: of which Acts 15 tells.

Provided the cost of installation is not too great to render prohibitive 
the use of them. in sufficient number to be of real value, the newly an- 


nounéed mirrors enabling motorists climbing up an incline to‘see the cars| 


coming up on the other side before the crest is reached, should be effective 
as a life and limb saver on the highways. ‘ 

The result of six years experimentation, the new device consists of a 
glass 13 feet wide and four feet high which is mounted on a bridge strad- 
dling the’ crest of the hill similar to those used to carry railway signals. 

It is made of 17 triangular bars of glass laid parallel across the face, 
according to a repart presented to the Greater New York Safety Council. 
Each bar is a prism which bends the light rays coming up one side of the 
hill to go downward on‘ the other side and reflects everything about half 
size. ‘Moreover, it.is said to be effective at night. 

To what extent the general use of such a device on the highways 
would prevent accidents. occurring on hills is difficult to say until it has 
been put to practical use for a period of time. Suffice it to say, however, 
that lack of vision over hilltops has been responsible for many serious acci- 
dents in the past, resulting in many deaths and severe injuries, to say noth- 
ing“of property loss represented by wrecked automobiles and trucks. 

Such accidents are sometimes caused by a driver persisting in driving 
up a hill at high speed on the wrong side of. the road, or of one driver pass- 
ing another near the top of a hill while a third car travelling in the op- 
posite direction is coming up on the other side, leaving insufficient space 
for the three cars to pass one another abreast.

Worth A Trial % 
On the face of it, the invention appears to have sufficient merit to make 


a demonstration of its use worth while and any money which the govern-)| 


ments might spend in installing, one-or two on the principal highways in 
each of the provinces,would probably be money well expended. If two or 
_three’trial mirrors of this type proved their worth, it would not be long be- 
fore the general motoring public would demand installation of them on all 
of the dangerous hills and doubtless would be prepared to defray the cost 
of such a convenience, 

The steep hill on the highway is, of course, only one of the hazards of 
motor travel, but it is one of the most prolific sources of danger and as a 
death trap ranks with the unprotected level crossing. ‘Never pass another 
car on a hill’ is one of the slogans of safety ‘first organizations but, un- 
fortunately, it is a piece of advice-that too often is honred in the breach. 

With the summer months approaching and the season of maximum use 
of the highways commencing, the present is an opportune time to take 
stock of the dangers of the open road and to reflect upon the measures that 
ean and should be taken, jf not to eliminate entirely, to minimize at least 
the trerhendous annual toll of life, limb and property exacted by accidents 
on the road. 

This is largely an individual problem since Statistics, as far as the nec- 
essary information is available, demonstrate that the human element is ré- 
sponsible for by far the greater percentage of the risks and the losses, In 
other words, a very substantial proportion of. accidents is due to criminal 
negligence,..or. recklessness, or plain carelessness and lack of proper pre- 
caution rather than mechanical defects. 

* * * * 


Make An Inventory 

With the human element—the vagaries or eccentricities, misjudgments_ 

or the mere aberrations of the driver, responsible for the great majority 
‘of accidents on the highway, it is essential that every motorist take time 
off occasionally to conduct a self-examination of his own habits and mental 
_reflexes at the wheel. 

It is a good precautionary measure for a driver to list potential causes 
of accidents and ask himself what he would-do were he suddenly faced with 
situations likely to, cause disaster to the unprepared. It is good practice for 
the motorist to make a similar list of his own bad or dangerous habits on 
the highway and drill himself into decisions. to avoid them. 

“I did not see it,” is. one of ‘the ‘most frequent .excuses heard at the 
post mortem af highway accident, betokening lack of powers of observa- 
tion or failure to exercise them.

Canada Should Lead In Reviving 
Only Basis Of Sanity 
“Instead of standing on the side- 
lines in the present international 
crisis Canada must take the lead in 
bringing the nations back to the 
League of Nations, the only basis of 
sanity, if civilization is to: be saved, 
Dr. J. 8. Thomson, president of the 
University of Saskatchewan, said

“Canadians must re-awaken from

The world is suffering from “air- 
funk”, according to Vice-Admiral J. 
E. T. Harper, Navy League lecturer.

FORMED AGAINST 
DICTATOR STATES 


London,—-Great Britain and France 
cast a protective shield over Rou- 
mania and Greece while continuing 


negotiations with Turkey and Bul- 

garia to join Poland in a grand alli- 
ance against aggression in Europe. 

Concurrent statements ‘in London 
and Paris by Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain and Premier Daladier pledged 
‘the armed stretgth of Great Britain 
and France to Roumania and Greece 
if either of those Balkan countries 
marshalled its forces to defend its 
territory from outside aggression. 

Unlike the Anglo-French — pledge 
to Poland, the: guarantees to Greece 
and Roumania are unilateral. With- 
in a few days it is hoped in ‘London 
to merge these pledges into a formal 
anti-aggression pact. Then, it is 
hoped, Russia will underwrite the 
whole scheme, just as France and 
Britain have done. 

If Turkey and Bulgaria joined the 
anti-aggression front it would mark 
out a solid bloc of gun-studded ter- 
ritory stretching from the Baltic to 
the Mediterranean which would be: 
‘forbidden land for the forces of the 
dictator states unless they desired a 
general war. 

In addition it would. turn the 
whole eastern. Mediterranean into a 
vast preserve—a no man’s land for 
Hitler and Mussolini—through French 
domination of Syria and British con- 

“ trol of Palestine and Egypt. 

_. Mr; Chamberlain, after reviewing 
Italy’s Good Friday invasion of Al- 
bania, announced the new pledges in 
these words:

Currency? Policy 


Bank Of Canada At All Times Con- 
trols Volume Of Currency 

Ottawa,—Whenever additional cur- 
rency is required to maintain a rea- 
sonable equilibrium in Canadian 
business it will be issued by the 
Bank of Canada, Hon. Charles Dun- 
ning, mfinister of finance, told the! 
House of Commons in a brief ex- 
planation of the currency policy of 
the government which he described 
as “expansionist”. 

Mr. Dunning’s bill to permit the 
government to borrow §$750,000,000 
for refunding and other purposes in 
the present, fiscal year finally re- 
ceived first reading as John Black- 
more, Social -Credit leader, an- 
nounced his. followers would post- 
pone further opposition to it tntil 
second reading. 

A. A. Heaps {C.C.F., Winnipeg 
North) said the previous government 
had issued some $48,000,000 in cur- 
rency without any particular back- 
ing and had not caused inflation. He 
wanted to khow why the present 
government could not issue any 
amount which might be required. Mr. 
Dunning said the issue mentioned .by 
Mr. Heaps was to tide over the period 


in which the Bank of Canada was} 


set up when bank currency was. be- 
ing retired. 

“Now we have a condition under 
the Bank of Canada Act whereby the 
Bank of Canada can and does at all 
times control the-volume of currency 
in existence,” he said. “That involves 
a continuous study by the bank and 
its expert officers of the question of 
how much ‘currency should be in ex- 
istence from day to day, week to 
week and month to month, 

“The. proof that the bank dis- 
charges this function is found in the 
figures I gave last year indicating 
the degree to which expansion of our 
currency has taken place since the 
bank was instituted, I gave the in- 
formation as demonstrating the 
policy of the bank and the govern- 
ment to be an expansionist poley, of 
easy money.” 


New Settlers For Canada 


Sudeten Refugees Described As Fine) 
Type Of. People 

Ottawa. — Fifty Sudeten refugee 
families sailed from an English port 
April 8 for Canada on their way to 
new homes in the Peace River dis- 
trict, according to word received 
here by the Canadian national com- 
mittee on refugees and victims of 
political persecution. 

Another 50 families are scheduled 
to sail April 22. In_ succeeding 
months 100 families a month may

Ottawa.—-Canada will clamp down 
on espionage and-similar subversive 
acts attempted by agents of foreign 
powers. Rt. Hon. Ernest Lapointe, 
| justice minister, obtained first read- 
ing in the House of Commons for a 
bill aimed at tightening the law re-- 
lating to efforts of possible enemy 
agents to pry into’ the nation’s se- 
| crets, 

The bill consolidates and. incorpor- 
ates into the Canadian statutes the 
| British official secrets act of 1911 
and its 1920 amending legislation. It 
also brings up to date several fea- 
tures of those ‘statutes. The meas- 
ure supersedes section 85 and 86 of

Its. 15 clauses are comprehensive.
